Sunflow er growers are asking them ­ 
selves the old, old, question, “Shall I 
ell my seed as soon as threshed or 
shall I hold th em ?” 
As a general rule 
the market price of specialized crops 
fluctuate more than 
that of 
staple 
crops and the law of supply and de­ 
mand, where it is permitted to ope­ 
rate, governs the price. 
The 
m arket 
price 
of 
sunflower 
seed has doubled within two months 
time. 
This happened in 1919 when 
this country produced a small crop 
and foreign seed could not be obtain­ 
ed because of scarcity o f ships. 
Sim ­ 
ilarly the price doubled last fall be­ 
cause the tariff shut out foreign seed. 
The tariff of two cents per pound was 
secured through the efforts of the 
Sunflower Growers Association and 
made the grtqvers in Missouri at least 
$100,000.00. 
The production last year 
was double that o f the year before. 
Had it been no more than the previous 
year the price would probably have 
gone much higher, perhaps as high as 
twelve cents per pound or four tim es 
the opening price. 
Overproduction in 1920. 
In 1020 America produced the big 
gest sunflow er crop in history. 
This 
was because the extrem ely short crop 
the year before had sold for fabulous­ 
ly high prices— 18 cents 
per 
pound 
being 
reached at 
St. Louis in the 
pring. 
This looked like a gold mine 
to farm ers who trebled and quadrup­ 
led their acreage. 
During the sum ­ 
mer ships became available and Ar­ 
gentina dumped 
m illions of 
pound.* 
onto our market. 
In spite of this the 
first few cars of native seed sold 
around four cents but as soon as the 
threshing became general the price 
fell to two cents and later the seed 
became a drug on the market. 
W ith­ 
out tho steadying influence of the 
pooled seed the eptire crop would not 
have averaged more than one and one 
half cents per pound. 
Under the cir 
cuinstances those who sold early made 
more than those who sold later. 
E x­ 
actly the same thing happended in 
cotton that year and also to a lesser 
extent in wheat and corn. 
May Overproduce This Year. 
Sunflowr v seed is used chiefly in 
poultry fe ed. 
It has to compete with 
kaffir, milo, wheat and corn. 
This 
country 
will 
use 
only from ten to 
twelve million 
pounds of 
sunflower 
seed. 
The tariff created a shortage 
last year, hence the price doubled. 
It 
the acreage has berm greatly increas­ 
ed this year and the yield per acre 
runs as high as last season we may 
produce morfe than 12,000,000 pounds. 
If such is the case the price w ill de­ 
cline. 
If we have not produced enough 
to supply the demand the price should 
hold steady, or rise. 
The price of 
other grains infuences the price of 
sunflow er seed. 
The buying power of 
the public and the price of eggs a f­ 
fects the price. 
Sudden dumping of 
the crop at harvest tim e because of 
favorable weather conditions as well 
as many other factors influences the 


price. 
Usually Grower Not Well Informed. 
To sell intelligently the grower must 
be well informed concerning all the 
factors above m entioned, and many 
others. 
U sually he is not informed 
and sells blindly. 
The dealer usually 
;s informed and so gets the better of 
the trade. 
The only way the farm er 
can hope to become informed is thro 
organization. 
It takes 
brains 
and 
money to find out the production ot 
sunflow ers in C alifornia, Illinois and 
other states and in foreign countries 
where 
sunflow er 
seed is produced. 
Skill m ust be matched with skill and 
udgment with judgm ent to prevent 
the buyers from breaking the price. 
Proper organization will enable thi 
grower to do this. 
Missouri which 
produces 75 per cent of the sunflower 
seed in the United S tates ought to 
make the price. 
This will never hap­ 
pen until the grow ers are organized 
on the right basis. 
Much good has al­ 
ready been done through the A ssocia­ 
tion but much more rem ains to be 
accomplished.

Thu American Cotton Growers Ex­ 
change is a federation of the Cotton 
Growers Co-operative Associations of 
the twelve cotton growing states. Its 
general object is to coordinate the

Starting only two year# ago in 
Oklahoma and Texas, without money 
or influence, this movement has spread 
over the entire cotton belt and now 
has signed up something like ¿0 per 
ci rit of the American cotton crop and 
commands credit in the hundreds of 
millions of dollars in the great money 
centers. The general policy of the Ex­ 
change s fixed by a Board of Trustees 
of thirty-six members, 
three 
from 
each state; and the direct control of 
busine-s activities is centered in an 
Executive Committee of twelve, one 
from each state, generally the presi­ 
dent of the state association.

NEW ORLEANS VISIT 


The American Cotton Growers Ex­ 
change* i* a federation of the Cotton 
G row ers Co-operative Associations of 
the twelve cotton growing states. Its 
g«‘n«ral object is to coordinate the 
wolk of the state Associations and 
promote harm ony of spirit and a mu­ 
tual understanding of the problems 


of the various cotton raising districts, 
nnd to study and put in practice the 
most efficient and economical methods 
for m arketing the Am erican cotton 
crop. S tarting only two years ago in 
Oklahoma and Texas, without money 
or influence, this movement has spread 
over the entire cotton Iwlt and now 
has signed up som ething like 20 per 
ci nt of the American cotton crop and 
commands credit in the hundreds of 
million* of dollars in the g reat money 
center*. The general policy of the E x­ 
change s fixed by a Hoard of Trustees 
of thirty-six members, 
three 
from 
each state; and the direct control of 
business activities is centered in an 
Executive Comm ittee of twelve, one 
from each state, generally the presi­ 
dent of the state association. As mem­ 
ber of the Executive Com m ittee rep- 
rc a n tin g the Missouri Association. I 
attend* d my first m eeting at New 
O ilcans August 31st and Septem ber 
1st. This was a joint m erting of the 
Executive Com m ittee and state sales 
m anagers, and the main feature was 
the report on the world cotton situa­ 
tion by Mr. C. B. Howard, General 
Sab 
M anager of the Exchange, who 
had just rt turned from a trip to E u­ 
rope where he studied conditions and 
established, agencies. 
N aturally I was anxious to meet the 
man who had produced such astonish­ 
ing results in such a short tim e and 
to sec them in action. I was not dis­ 
appointed. I found them men of real 
capacity for practical things.
